SECTION I. 

PREUMINARY RUI^S. 



Article 1st. The consti'uction and work- construction an 
in«: of all the railways of the Republic, as working, 
well as the lawful claims connected there- 
with, Avill be subject to the rules, established 
by this Law: 

Art. 2nd. To insure the efficiency of this Division. 
Law, the Railways are classed as National 
and Proyincial. 

Art. 3rd. The National Railways will be National Raiiwa 
classified as follows: 

1st. Railways which are the property 
of the Nation. 

2nd. Those that are guaranteed, sub- 
sidised or authorized by the Nation. 
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Provincinl Rail- 
ways. 



8rd. . Those, which link the Capital to 
a federal tenitorv, be it one or more 
provinces or teiri tones; and those 
that comniunicatc or link one pro- 
vince with another or any point of 
National territory with a foreign State. 

Art. 4th. Provincial Eailwavs are those.

1st. To presone the road in such good 
condition, that the trains may be 
run Avithout danger, consequently 
taking care for the immediate re- 
pair of any defect that may occur, 
to remove obstacles, which would 
impede the regular working of the 
line, it being understood that the 
same rule relates also to sJiops, de- 
posits or other accessories of the line.

2nd. To keep the rolling-stock in good 
condition, so that in quality and 
quantity it may adequately suffice 
for the requu'ements of the line, re- 
lative to the ordinary movement, 
comprehended in communication be- 
tween the sundry stations or towns, 
which it connects cmo with the other, 
the consti'uction of the road and the 
rolling-stock being subject to the 
specification, laid down by the Execu- 
tive Power in the rules appertaining 
thereto. 

3rd. To set up elcctidc telegraphs and 
keep them in order in the entire 
extent of the road, for the service 
thereof. 

4th. To light stations and level cross- 
ings from sunset up to the airival 
of the last ti*ain. 

5th. To establ! >!i and preserve adequate 
guards or ^\atchmen on the level 
crossings. 

6th. To insure vigilance and proper 
management of points and pointsmen 
in the turns and ramifications of the 
line.

9th. To do such necessary work as 
may enable traffic to be carried on 
in the sti'eets or public roads, which 
are crossed by the railway. 

10th. To consti'uct culyerts and such 
woi'ks as are necessary for the free 
passage of water from the adjacent 
lands. 

Art. 6tii. Aboye and beyond the penal 
responsibilities, attached to the infraction of 
the. foregoing article, the Companies, sin- 
dicates or undertakings known generally 
under the apellation of administi*ations are 
bound to do the necessary work to put the 
line in the conditions, specified in said 
article, within the time, Ayhich the Eailway 
Directory may determine; but, in case of 
urgency, and when such undertakings fail 
to comply with the law, as alreody ex- 
plained, said Directory Avill immediately 
proceed to do the work, at the cost of the 
respectiye Company, sindicate, etc. 

Art. 7th. No engine, tender or cairiage 
can be offered for public use, until it has 
been previously inspected and authorized 
by the Eailway Directory. 

When any such motor or yehicle has 
been retired from public seryice, owing to 
general re})airs or serious detiiment, it can- 
not bo again placed in public use, without 
a fresh inspection and authorization.

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Art. 8th. The Railway Directory wiU n^spection of stock, 
inspect, a^ often as it thinks necessary, all 
stock, stationary or rolling, which may be 
employed in the furtherance of railways, 
and will exclude from public use anything 
that does not represent the necessary amount 
of security. 

Art. 9th. In case of non-conformitv on 
the part of the Company, etc., with the 
judgment of the Inspectors, the decision 
will bo submitted to technical arbiti^ators, 
the material in question being prohibited from 
public use, until a final decision be anived at. 

Art. 10th. Whilst conceding the permis- 
sion accorded in the foi'cgoing articles, the 
the Railway Directory will establish, as far 
as possible, an uniformity of class in the 
permanent way and rolling-stock. 

Art. 11th. Every undertaking or admi- 
nisti'ation must have in its stations, in its 
trains and in all the extent of the line, by 
day and night, fi'om the commencement to 
the end, of daily movement the number of 
employes, necessary to carry on the ser- 
vice with re«:ularity and without obstacles 
or danger of accidents. 

These employes must be provided with 
the insti'uctions and means, necessary for 
the compliance of other obligations.

The undertakings (Companies^ 
etc.,) must make known to the public, by 
means of daily newspapers and advertise- 
ments ill all the stations, the working of 
the trains and the times of starting and 
anival. 

The charges that may be made must be 
made known to the public at least 15 days 
before being put in force through news- 
papers and notices exhibited at stations. 

The time tables must be arranged with 
the consent of the Railway Directory, which 
will intervene for the puipose of assuring 
the convenience of passengers as well as a 
satisfactory combination in tiie train ser- 
vices of the various linos. 

Art. 14th. Trains in motion must ad- 
here to the time and speed, which the 
Railways Administi^ations have announced. 

If, owing to accidents or to avoid danger 
the speed or time of ti'ains must be altered.

transport of ti'oops, in the class of seat they 
may occupy, and for war material at half 
the ordinary rate. 

Art. 20th. The Executive Power, or such 
authorities as it may designate, shall have 
the right to insist on the despatch of a special 
train, by giving three hours previous notice 
and on payment of half the general rate 
for special ti-ains, according to the capacity 
of the ti'ain demanded. 

Art. 21st. In case of civil disturbance 
or foreign invasion, the Executive Power 
can take entire conti*ul of railways on pay- 
ment of compensation to tiie Companies, 
undertakings, etc., said compensation being 
based on the average receipts of the line, 
during the preceding six months. 

Art. 22nd. Every Railway Administra- 
tion has to allow tiie right of use of any 
of its stations to other Companies, whose 
lines are comiected with its own, the price 
and conditions of such soi'vice to be ar- 
ranged by. the parties concerned. 

Art. 23rd. When two or more railways, 
constructed by different undertakings, con- 
nect at any point, the carriages and wag- 
gpns of all these undertakings must be

allowed to p^ss over the lines, belojigmg 
to the others, on payment of toll, and in 
accordance with conditions established b^ 
mutual agi'eement. 

Art. 24th. In the event of agreements 
not being carried out, as ordained in the 
foregoing articles, the Eailway Directory 
will fix a period within which they must 
be concluded, and, on the expiration of 
such period, the Director^ will decide what 
further steps are to / be taken, until such 
time as the question in dispute be settled 
by arbitrators, who shall be nominated by 
the Companies interested, before the res- 
pective Tribunals. 

Art. ^Sth. Each Railway undertaking 
must so arrange its train service, both for 
passengers and goods, so as to fit in with the 
service of other lines which have direct 
connection with it, even though such lines 
be of a different gauge. 

Should the railway Administrations fail 
to make arrangements for a suitable ser- 
vice, the Railway Directory wiQ name a 
definite period for such purpose, on the 
expiration of which, the aforesaid Direc- 
tory will arrange the service, until such 
time as all points in question be settled by 
arbitrators, named by the railway Admi- 
nistrations, before the proper Tribunals. 

CHAPTER IV. 
RELATING TO NATIONAL RAILWAY CONCESSIONS.

Art. 26th. Those Companies which con- 
struct or work National Railways must be 
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domiciled legally in the Repablic. Their 
books must be kept in Spanish and bear 
the rubric or stamp, necessary to fulfil the 
requirements of the Commercial Code. 

Art. 27th. W herever the Directorates or 
Administrations of National Railways may 
be situated, a properly accredited repre- 
sentatiye must be domiciled in the Capital 
of the Republic, with full powei"s for all 
objects of this law, and its respectiye con- 
cessions. 

Art. 28th. Monies spent by Railway 
Companies outside the Republic will not 
be recognized as expenses of Direction and 
Administration. 

Art. 29th. National Railway Concessions 
will be considered as lapsed, unless the 
contracts relating to them be drawn up 
within one yeai-, reckoned from date of 
promulgation of the law, authorizing the 
concession, and unless work be commenced 
within the periods fixed by the law^ con- 
cerning concessions or within such defer- 
red periods as may be allowed by the 
Executive Power as recognised cases of 
fmxe majeure. 

Art 30th. The privileges, exemptions 
from taxation, premiums or subsidies, con- 
ceded to National Railway enterprises will 
likewise be considered to lapse, should total 
or partial inteniiption of the service of the 
line occur for a term of six months, ex- 
cept in cases of force majeure^ admitted

Art. 31st. The expenditure incurred by 
Government on behalf of guaranteed or 
subsidised railways, in accordance ^^ ith the 
provisions of this law, will be deducted by 
the Directory of Railways from the first 
payment of guarantee or subsidy, which 
falls due. 

The Directory of Railwa}s will recover 
judicially any expenses the Government may 
incur in the cases refen'ed to, in relation 
to Railways, which are neither guaranteed 
nor subsidized. 

Art. 32n(l. The liability of Government 
for guarantee will be discharged by pay- 
ment to the Companies of the amount re- 
quisite to represent the guaranteed interest, 
reckonijig as the net receipts of an} line 
the sui^lus of gi;oss earnings above and 
beyond the working expenses, recognised 
by the Concession contract. 

When the law of cont^ession does not 
specify what are working expenses, for 
guarantee puiposes, it must be imderstood 
that such working expenses represent fifty 
per cent of the gi-oss earnings. 

"Working expenses do not include the 
expense of running special trains, except 
in such cases where thev have been ordered 
by Government or the public, and also 
excepting urgent cases, such as those, pro- 
vided for by the regulations of the Executive 
Power.

Ill such cases, the Companies must 
justify their procedure bv means of a 
written document, attested by the si2:natures 
of two passengers at least. 

Expulsion from a ti^ain must be effected 
at the nearest station, and the bagg-age or 
luggage of the expelled individuals must 
be delivered over to them, the Companies 
having the right, however, to sequester such 
persons in a special compartment. 

Ai't. 36th. Each passenger has the right 
of ti*avelling in the same carriage up to 
the end of the journey on every line of 
railway. 

Art. 37th. Any ti-aveller, who, from lack 
of room in the carriages, is obliged to 
ti'avel in a superior one to the one designated 
in his ticket, need not pay any excess to 
the railwav for havino: made use of the 
higher class. 

For the same reason, when a passenger 
has liad to occupy a seat of inferior class 
to tliat specified in his ticket, tlie Company 
is obliged to refund to him, at tlie end of 
the jouni'ey, the whole amount, paid for said 
ticket. Should all the seats, corresponding 
to the class, for which a ticket has been 
issued, are occupied, so that a passenger is 
compelled io stand, he has the right to 
demand that one half the price of his ticket 
be refunded to him. unless a special airange- 
ment to the conti'arv has been effected.. 

Art. 38th. Every passenger has the right 
to have cairied gratuitously, as luggage, pack-

ages which do not exceed a total weight 
of 50 kilos (lbs. 110) and the Railway Com- 
pany has to issue a "check", which enables 
him to recover the luggage at point of desti- 
nation. 

Such packages as do not incommode the 
public may be earned in the passenger 
coaches. 

Art. 39th. The railway Companies are Delivery of lug- 
bound to deliver to every passenger, im- ^**^* 

mediately after arrival at destination, all the 
packages, comprising his luggage. Should 
any be lost or damaged, compensation must 
be paid, according to a scale of valuation, scaie of valuation, 
to be established in the bve-laws of the 
railwav and based on the nature and value 
of the packages. 

Art. 40th. The railways will not respond vaiwabies, docu- 
for articles, which passengers take in their °^^deci^d."°" 
own charge. Xeither are they responsible 
for jewels, precious stones, money, bank, 
government or other securities, nor other 
other documents of like character, which 
may bo contained in passengers' luggage, 
handed to the Company for conveyance, 
unless such articles have been specially 
and definitely declared.

TRANSPORT OF GOODS. 



Art 44th. Kailway Administrations nmst 
communicate to the Diroctoay of Railways 
and publish rates and i dilations, adopted 
for transport of goods, in rhe same manner 
as that prescribed for Fares and Bye-laAvs 
relating to passengei*s. Any changes hi- 
troduced must be publically announced one 
month prior to coming into operation. 

The rates for carnage of passengers and 
goods must be reasonable and just. 

All 45th. Railway Administi*ations must 
register the order, in which packages arriye 
for despatch, and issue a consignment note., 
if the consignor should require it, or else 
must give an ordinary receipt, specifying 
the nature of contents and weight of pack- 
ages, the total amount of freight thereon, 
and the time, within which the transport 
must be effected. 

The despatch of goods must be made in 
the eame order as received, Avithout pre- 
ference given to anyone, and transit must 
be kept up from starting-point to destina- 
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tion, evenin cases \^here goods have to be 
conveyed over sundry distinct railways. 

Art. 46tli. Li spite of what is laid down 
in the foregoing clause, the following articles 
must have preference of ti'ansport, viz: 

1st. Fruit and provisions for the daily 
supply of towns served by the Kail- 
way. 

2nd. Passengers' luggage and parcels, 
not exceeding 50 kilos (110 lbs.) in 
weight. 

3rd. Mail-bags and postal parcels.

On the aiTlval at destination 
of the packages, any mistake made at the 
despatching station may be rectified; this 
right is reciprocal between the Railways 
and the public, and a settlement must be 
made in the act of deliverv of merchandize, 
for whom and from wliom it corresponds 
and the sum to which the eiTor amounts, 
questions which may arise, regarding price, 
weight insufficiency of packing and con- 
dition of merchandise, must be submitted 
at the time to the decision of the Govern- 
juent Inspector.

at the station and the consignor refuse to 
aAvait the decision of the Railway Directory, 
the question must be submitted to the decisio n 
of tvvo arbitrators, appointed at the time, 
one on each side, with power to appoint 
a third, in case of disagreement, both par- 
ties to pay arbitration fees in equal pro- 
portions. 

Art. *i9th. Rates shall be uniform for 
all those, who make use of the Railway. 

The Administration, hovvcver, may reduce 
rates in favor of those freighters^ who ac- 
cept a less rapid service than the ordinary 
one, or of those who bind themselves to 
forvN'ard a minimum number of tons, within 
a stated time. Such a concession to one 
or more freighters must apply to all who 
ask for it under the same conditions, and 
it must not be done without the previous, 
consent of the Railv;ay Directory.

Consequently it may exact 
the attendance of witnesses to give evidence, 
the production of books, papers, contracts^ 
settlements and documents, A^hich relate to 
the matter under investigation.

If, 
within the time allowed the railway Admi- 
nistration makes amends for the alleged in- 
jury, it will be exempt from further respon- 
sibility for that particular transgression. If 






the Administration fails to settle the claim 
within the term fixed or sufficient cimse 
is shown to waiTant an investigation, in 
the manner and by the methods it may 
consider convenient. No complaint must 
be rejected on the plea that the party com- 
plaining has sustained no direct injury. 

Art. 72nd. In every investigation, the 
Railwav Directon^ must reduce the results 
to writing and set forth the facts on which 
conclusions are founded, and the dictates 
of the General Directory of Raihvavs will 
hold good in law, unless the contrary be 
proved. The Dictates of the Directory 
General must be archieved therebv, and 
copies given to the party interested. 

Art. 7Brd. In every investigation the 
Directorv must set forth clearlv and de- 
finitelv the act or omission which is con- 
travy to law, or the damage or injury, 
caused by its infringement. A copy must 
bo delivered forthwith to the Railwav with 
notice to suspend and desist fi'oni further 
infringement or to remedy the injury, or 
both at tlie same time, within a reason- 
able term to be determined by the Directoi*} 
General. If, within the appointed term, it 
is proved to the satisfaction of the Direc- 
tory that the infringement has been stopped 
and the injury remedied, in accordance 
with its decision or to the satisfaction of 
the aggrieved party, the circumstances must 
bo recorded, the Railway Administi'ation 
being relieved from future responsibility on 
account of said infringement.

tionally destroys a barrier at a level cross- 
ing or employs other means to delay or 
obstruct the running of a train, or to 
cause it to derail, will be punished by 
an'est from three months to one year. 

If the object, which is intended, be 
effected, the punishment will be simple 
imprisonment of from one to three years. 

If the accident should cause bruises, 
wounds, or fractures to any person, the 
penalty may extend to from throe to eight 
years confinement with hard laboui*. 

If the accident should cause the death 
of one or more persons, the penalty will 
not be less than eight years imprisonment, 
and tlio tribunals are empowered to punish 
up to the extreme penalty. 

Art. 82nd. A threat, verbal or written, 
to commit any of t|ie offences specified in 
the previous article, when made with the 
object of causing employ 6s of a Railway 
to abandon their posts of duty, will be 
punished by arrest, extending from one to 
six months, or by a fine of fifty to one 
hundred dollars. 

Art. 83rd. Every individual, who through 
imprudence, neglect or inobservance of re- 
gulations, may involuntarily cause an acci- 
dent, from which may result injuries to 
one or ^more persons, will be punished by 
an'est of from one month to one year, or 
bv a fine of one hundred to one thousand 
dollars, without prejudice to tlie liability 
of compensation for damages. 
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If the accident results in the death of 
one or more persons, the penalty will be 
imprisonment for fi'om one to five years. 

If the person causing the accident be a 
Railway employ 6, the Railway Adminis- 
tration will be made responsible for the 
damacj:es and loss caused tliereby, in accor- 
dance with Article 65. 

Art. 84th. Enginemen, mechanics, con- 
ductors or guards of trains and other em- 
ploye's, who abandon their posts, or are 
found intoxicated during their working 
lioui's, will be punished by aiTOst of from 
one month to one veai', or by a fine of 
one hundred to one tliousand dollars. 

If, in consequence of the abandonment 
of their posts from intoxication, accidents 
happen, which cause death or injury to 
any person, the penalty will be, in the 
fii'st case, from tliree to eight years im- 
prisonment with liard labour, and in the 
second case, from one to three years im- 
prisonment only, without prejudice to the 
liability for compensation, which the Rail- 
way Administi'ation is obliged to pay. 

If the desertion or intoxication be made 
with criminal intent, the culprit will be 
punished in accordance with Article 82, 
witli an addition of one third more, when 
the case is not one for the application of 
the exti'eme penalty.

as follows: 

The arm of the semaphore placed hori- 
zontally or a red light represents danger 
and obliges the train to stop immediately; 

The ann of the semaphore placed obli- 
quely (forming an angle of 45 degrees) or 
a green light, indicates an open line, cau- 
tion and diminished speed. 

The permanent position of the signals 
of semaphores means danger in both di- 
rections, and they must only be moved 
to allow passage to the trains, and must im- 
mediately be placed in their former position. 

At night the abs0nce of a light on a 
semaphore in stations in service, is equi- 
valent to a red light and obliges a train 
to stop. 

On lines of one or more sets of rails 
the signal shall be always arranged with 
the arm to the left of the direction in 
which trains are to go. 

Semaphores. Art. 96th. When a semaphore is pro- 
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vided with more than two arms or lights 
at different heights the higher one will 
govern the main or principal line, the 
lower one that of branches or sidings. 

When the arms or lights are at the same 
height, the semaphore on the left hand 
represents the left line, that on the right 
corresponding to the right hand line. 

It is understood that in each instance 
this relates to trains going in one same 
direction. 

Art 97th. AVith the discs and lights Discs and ughts.

of the complaint, the name and employ- 
ment of the pei'son, who has caused the 
complaint to arise, and a detailed expla- 
nation of what has happened, noting if 
possible tlie proofs conducing to the veri- Book of complaints 
fication of tlie matter. 

Tliese data must be made out bv the 
complainant in his own hand-writing or 
l)y a third person, at his request, if he 
does not know how or is unable to sign, 
providing tlie duplicate be signed, in case 
he cannot the company will fill in this 
latter. 

In both cases, the Companv wil^ remit 
the duplicate to the Inspector of the line, 
within 24 hours following the date of the 
complaint.

The passenger, provided he 
can prove the damage caused by delay in 
the return of his baggage, which has been 
entrusted to the care of tlie Company, for 
puiposes of conveyance, shall be able to 
reclaim his indemnity before the competent 
authorities. 

Art. ]81st. The freight of every excess 
of lugtiage shall be calculated according 
to the tariff in force and the scale shall 
be made in undivisible parts of five kilo- 
grammes (say 10 lbs. 12 oz.). 
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Art. 182ncl. In articles of great cubic 
measurement and little weight, 1 cubic 
metre (40 cubic inches) will be equal to 
500 kilogrammes (say 1075 lbs.). 

Art. 188rd. Packages of luggage must 
be taken awav within the term of 12 houi*s 
after anival at destination; when this term 
has passed, they must pay storage at the 
rate of $ 0.1 0'% per day and package. 

Art. 184th. The passenger, who extends 
his journey to a station beyond that mar- 
ked on his ticket, must advise the guard 
of the train, so that his luggage may 
follow him on to that point, he having to 
pay extra freight for excess of luggage, if 
there be any. 

Art. 185th. In stations of some impor- 
tance, there must bo necessarv commodi- 
ties to enable passengers to deposit their 
luggage, by paying the stipulated storage. 

Art. 186th. It is not allowed to carry 
as luggage explosive materials of any class 
whatever. The rule does not refer to the 
small quantities of powder or ammunition 
earned by sportsmen and by the employes 
of the public service. 

Art. 187th. Firearms must not be car- 
ried loaded. 

Art. 188th. On luggage tickets, the fol- 
lowing details must be stated:

All effects or merchandise,, 
which may be delivered to the Company 
for conveyance to any station, must be 
well packed, noting on cover's or casings 
the number and mark which appertains to 
the station, for which they are destined, 
every mark or label, which has been used 
before, being taken off or cancelled.

to discharge it or shift it to other 
trains. 
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9th. Fill] sacks must be closed with 
stout twine, the use of wisps of 
straw being prohibited, and they 
must have ears or handles to enable 
them to be caught hold of, 

10th. Empty sacks must be weU 
fastened one to the other, so that 
none of them can fall singly. 

11th. Metal goods, which are not en- 
cased, must not liave fresh paint or 
tar on them.

every care and make use of every practi- 
cable means, through persons, who are 
reliable for the performance of their duties 
in such cases, so that goods do not de- 
teriorate, doing all they can towards those 
to whom tho goods belong to further the 
end in view, and will be responsible to 
the parties interested, in spite of agree- 
ment to the contrary, for losses or damage, 
which may occur by their mismanagement 
or omission, or that of their representatives,, 
clerks or other employ6s whatsoever. 

Art. 2n4th. Any error in price or weighty 
which may have occun^ed at the despatch- 
ing station, may be remedied on arrival 
of the goods; this right shall be reciprocal 
between the Companies and the public^ 
and the amount caused by the eiTor must 
be settled, when the goods are delivered 
by whom and to whom it may correspond 
so to do. 

Art. 235th. The consignee will pay the 
expenses of weighing and counting articles, 
in the event that, he having requested 
rectification, there may turn out a weight 
equal to or greater than that stated in the 
wav-bill. 

Art. 236th. Questions which may arise 
as to the weight, price, insufficiency of 
packing or covering of goods and con- 
dition of merchandise, must be submitted 
at once to the decision of the National 
Inspector. Should no Inspector be present 
at the station and the consignor refuse to 
await the decision of the Railway Dircc- 
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tory, the question must be placed at the 
decision of two arbitrators, appointed at 
the time, one for each party, with power 
to appoint a third, in case of desagreement^ 
both parties to share equally arbitration 
fees. 

Art. 237 th. The carrying Company is 
not obliged to verify the delivery of trans- 
poited goods, until the party, who has to 
receive them ha^ complied with the obli- 
gations, which it is iiis duty to observ^e. 

Art. 238th. In the event of disagree- 
ment, if the consignee should pay the 
amount he considers just and deposit in 
due time the difference, the caii'ier must 
hand him over the goods conveyed. 

Art. 239th. The Companies are under 
the obligation of advising the consignee of 
the aiTival of the cargo, and for the same 
purpose must daily expose to pubHc view, 
in the stations, the list of goods received, 
stating name of consignee, advising by 
post, at their address, those to whom cargo 
has been consigned. 

Art. 240th. The time, in which cargo 
must be taken away, shall date from the 
moment that it is placed at the disposal 
of the consignee. 

Art. 241st. The way-bill may be made 
out, consigned to order or to bearer. 

The person to whom the way-bill is 
ceded, the endorser or bearer thereof must 
submit himself to all the obligations and 
rights of the frighter.

CHAPTER VIII. 



'iilANSPORT OF LIVE-STOCK. 



Art. 841st. AVithin six months from the 
promulgation of this decree, the Companies 
must have in all stations, which the trans- 
port of live-stock renders necessary, load- 
ing stages for live animals, made according 
to plans, approved by the National Rail- 
way Directory. These installations must 
b(^ constructed in lands, which are not

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liable to inundation, the Companies being 
obliged to keep the floor or ground of the 
yards, the enclosures the entrances, and 
the paths or roads leading thereto in the 
property of the Railway in good condition. 
It will not be allowed to discharge live- 
stock in stations, which have no loading- 
stages, except by written request of the 
consignor at his own expense and risk. 
TJio loading stages of the stations shall be 
composed at least of one yard, enclosure 
and enti*ance. 

Watering throughs. Art. 842nd. All the loading-stages for 

animals shall be provided with watering 
troughs in the necessary quantity and po- 
sition, and must be always perfectly dry, 
until the moment in whicli the animals 
are about to be enclosed and for which 
Avater may be requested by the consignor 
or his representative. The water must be 
perfectly drinkable, and fresh, the Com- 
panies being authorized to collect the tariff, 
which nuiy be an-anged with the Railway 
Directory on the approval of the plans. 
The yards, enclosures and entrances of tlie 
loading-stages for animals must be white- 
washed Avith live lime at least once in 
overv two months.

In time of epidemic in live stock, or in 
case of transport of animals^ suspected of 
being attacked by contagious diseases, the 
Railway Directory may order desinfection 
after every journey, the cost thereof being 
for account of the interested parties. 

Art. 367th. Companies shall be obliged to 
advise the consignees of every despatch of 
animals effected, on arrival at destination, 
so that the latter may have time to take 
the animals away in the stipulated time. 
To further this end, the consignees shall 
be oblisrod to state their addresses in the 
way-bill, and the advice must be given 
during working-hours, and also provided 
that the consignee resides at point of desti- 
nation. 

Art. )U)8th. Railway companies shall see 
that framed rules, in accordance with this 
chapter be placed visibly in every station, 
where there arc arrangements for loading 
live-stock. Such instructions must also be 
endorsed iii printed foi'm at tho back of 
way-bills for animals.

Note. On the 22nd Mli.v 1899, a decree 
Avas issued, the terms ^f wichwere so pro- 
hibitive in their character, that the live- 
stock trade became paraiized, especially as 
regards animals for export, the result being 
that after due consideration, a thorough re- 
form of the Live. Stock regulations was 
determined on^ and the following rules we- 
re agreed upon, amongst the many modi- 
fications. I quote simply those rules, which 
apply to Railways, tiie other modifications, 
relating to shipment, carpentry and gene- 
ral arrangements, after animals have been 
delivered at destination being eliminated as 

unnecessarv. The new rules iiin as follows,

-When once the aforesaid thirtt-six houi"s 
liave expired, the Cojnpany must discharge 
the animals into proper and sufficiently 
largo enclosures, in which the}' must bo 
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watered and allowed to rest for not less 
tiian three nor more than four hours. The 
dehiys, which may occur in this manner 
will bo calculated from the moment that 
the animals are unloaded from the waggons 
until the la.st one be re-loaded, and no 
consideration for such time will be com- 
prehended in articles 349, iloO and 851 of 
the decree of the lO^*' September 1S94, 
which represents part of the Railway law 
in general. 

The railway Companies cannot prohibit 
the littering on the floors of the waggons 
of fresh hay, as bedding for the animals. 

Irrespective of the legal responsibilities 
of Transport Companies towards shippers or 
consignees, the Kailwav Companies 'shall 
pay a fine of § ^50 -'%». and $ 5 —%K Fines 

respectively for each waggon, in which is 
found oi^e or more animals in damaged 
condition, and of | 60.—%' and $ 10. 
— "^n* respectively j ach waggon in whic^h 
is foipid one animal or more dead, be 
they cattle or sheep. 

Tl}o Railway Companies will be exemp- 
ted from Iho fines established in the pi'e- 
vious article, if it can be proved that the 
death of or damage to animals has been 
caused through sickness, or that they are 
blameable to the shipper for having loaded 
^n excessive number of animals in waggon 
or waggons, and that the carrying has been 
effected in accordance with article Ml) of 
the decree of 10"* September 1894, por- 
tion of Railway Law, N« 2873. 

The foregoing rules are applicable to 
every other class of transport of live-stock, 
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be tbey by land or watov, every vehicle, 
employed for that purpose l)einj!; placed in 
the same eategoiy as a railway-waggon. 

The fines imposed on Railway Compa- 
nies, in either of the articles 27 to 132 will 
be exacted by the Directory-General of 
Ways and Roads of the Ministry of Public 
Works, at the reqnest of the Board of Agricul- 
ture and Live-8tock.

(Ieneral Rules 

Art. .■)72nd. Persons who impede or in- 
terfere Avith railway-employ 6s in the per- 
fVn'mance of their duties shall be punished 
with a fine of ten to twent}^ dollars natio- 
nal currenov. 

Art. 373d. Every attack or violent resis- 
tance to the agents or emplayes of rail- 
ways, in the performance of their duties, 
will be punished with arres^ or imprison- 
ment of from fifteen davs to three months, 
or with a fine of from fiftv to three hun- 
dred national dollars. 

Art. 374th. Railway employes may detain 
persons they may find in the trains or out-

Art. 375th. Anv individual who shall in- 
tentioually destroy a barrier at a crossing 
or take any other meanst of detaining or 
obstructing the running of a train, or with 
the object of derailing it, shall bo punished 
with three months to one year of 
imprisonment. 

If the object such an individual had 
in view be accomplished, the punishment 
shall be one to three years imprisonment. 

If the deed should have caused bruises, 
wounds or breakage of limbs to anyone, 
the punishment shall be from three to eight 
years imprisonment or hard labour. 

Should the accident have caused the 
death of one or more persons, the punish- 
ment shall not be less than eight years 
of imprisonment, the Law courts being em- 
poAvered to inflict the heaviest penalty. 

Art. 376.th The threat, be it verbal or
